Michael Tinnev USF#454 5/14/15 

On January 30, 2015, USF Police Officer Michael P. Tinney became the subject 
of an lA investigation involving allegations of untruthfulness, conduct unbecoming a 
public employee, tortious acts, neglect of duty, and processing money, property and 
evidence. All of the alleged violations were sustained, and Officer Tunney resigned 
effective April 23, 2015. The Internal Affairs investigation number is IA2015-001. 

Charles Brian Boswell HCSO #3260 8/20/15 

The Hillsborough County Sheriffs Office (HCSO) has imposed disciplinary 
sanctions against Deputy Charles Brian Boswell, HCSO #3260, in HCSO investigation 
number 12015-005 and HCSO investigation number 12015-011. 

In 12015-005, allegations were sustained for Compliance with Direct Order of a 
Superior; Discourtesy; and Conduct Unbecoming an Officer. A demotion and a five day 
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suspension were imposed. The reasons for this disciplinary action by HCSO are as 
follows: After Master Detective Boswell was reassigned from the Homicide Section to 
the Juvenile Section on January 6, 2014, he was directed by Major Ura to conduct all 
suspect interviews with another detective present, to audio record all interviews and 
advise the suspect of Miranda rights. On February 2,2015, Boswell conducted an audio 
recorded interview with a suspect, failed to advise the suspect of Miranda rights, and 
went off tape during the interview, in contradiction of Major lira’s order. On February 4, 
2015, while presenting the case to the State Attorney’s Office, Boswell displayed 
unprofessional and disrespectful behavior. 

In 12015-011, an allegation was sustained for Compliance with a Direct Order of a 
Superior. A three day suspension was imposed. The reason for this disciplinary action 
by HCSO is as follows: After Master Detective Boswell was reassigned from the 
Homicide Section to the Juvenile Section on January 6,2014, he was directed by Major 
Ura to conduct all suspect interviews with another detective present and to audio record 
all interviews. On January 23, 2014, Boswell conducted an interview of a suspect 
without another detective present and failed to audio record the entire interview, in 
contradiction of Major Ura’s direct order. 

Scott McComber TTPD#9861 9/9/15 

Scott McComber, TTPD #9861, was the subject of an internal affairs 
investigation pertaining to his arrest of a defendant on July 14, 2015. McComber arrested 
the defendant for charges of Resisting an Officer without Violence and Disorderly 
Conduct, case number 2015-CM-l 1010 (Temple Terrace Police Department report 
number 2015-02419). On September 4, 2015, allegations of Falsification of Official 
Documents, Conduct Unbecoming and Proficiency were sustained, and McComber was 
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terminated from the Temple Terrace Police Department on September 9, 2015. The 
Temple Terrace Police Department Internal Affairs investigation number is 2015-IA-001.
